Instead of 
trying to pull such a person down and to 
crush his happiness, the generous praise him 
and enhance his gifts for the benefit of the 
community, whether it be of a city or of the 
world.

Gross revenues of the Civic Utilities to 30th September 
were $5,856,776.25 an increase of $238,835.77 over the same 
period in 1946. ; 

Electric Light and Power connections are now $4,065, as 
compared with 32,003 at this date last year, an increase of 
2,062. 

The Transit System passengers have increased from 
188 to 27,179,451. 

Power output delivered is 94,895,300 K.W.H. an increase 
of 6,823,400 K.W.H. over last year. 

The number of telephones installed has increased from 
95.896 to 26,363, and there are 5,000 applications awaiting ser- 
vice as s00n as equipment can be secured.

The value of the City’s assessment has increased by $6,310,- 
$15, the eighth consecutive substantial increase.

Tax Collections 


The total collection of taxes to 30th September amounted 
to $8,926,707.65, as compared with $3,687,604.64 for the same 
period last year, an increase of $239,103.01. Cash receipts from 
the sale of Tax Sale properties to 30th September this year was 
only $523,698.97, as compared with $1,015,814.09 to the same 
date in 1946. 

One reason for such a large decrease was that the City did 
not have sufficient improved lots for sale, commencing the year 
with only 1,181 lots served with utilities, and being unable to 
secure supplies of sewer and water pipe in large enough quan- 
tities to carry out the programme authorized for the 1947 con- 
struction season. Unfortunately, there is no assurance that the 
supply situation will be much improved in 1948, so the col- 
lection of arrears of taxes represented by sale of Tax Sale lands 
will have to wait until the situation in this respect improves. 
In addition to the 1,181 parcels on hand at the beginning of 
the year, the Engineer's and Waterworks Departments have 
been able to service 975 additional lots. The City came out of 
the depression with over 30,000 lots available for sale, and 
these have been disposed of for a total of over $4,000,000.00. 
The majority of the lots sold in the present year were for Inte- 
grated Housing schemes, whereas hitherto they were for indi- 
vidual owners. The result of the sales to date this year is to 
re-instate on the active tax rolls for 1948 an amount of $523.- 
698.00, to which will be added the 


value of buildings erected,

Not all of this work will be completed within the fiscal 
year, due to various reasons, chiefly lack of materials, particu- 
larly cement, which has again been in short supply, This has 
been the cause of the cancellation of a large part of the paving 
program, which is unfortunate, as the need for it is so great. 
With the exception of part of the cost of the Transit System, 
and the property share of local improvements, the work is 
being carried out from current funds, which were laid aside 
during the war years, but if it had been possible to complete 
the programme before the year end, three of the Utilities, the 
Power House, Transit System and the Telephone Dept. would 
be overdrawn on Reserve Account to the extent of about 
$1,250,000.00. In addition therefore to the Transit System it 
would appear likely that the other utilities will have to begin 
capitalizing extensions, beginning next year, which will inevi- 
tably lead to an increase in operating costs. 


Regarding construction on General Account, which alone 
effects the Tax Rate, there are sufficient funds on hand to 
finance all of the present authorized programme, with enough 
remaining to cover only part of next year’s, but with the 
pape returns from the sale of Tax Sale lands, which is 
the only source left for general construction funds, the pro- 
gramme will have to be reduced drastically, that is to the 
amount of funds on hand, or the balance will have to be financed 
from the sale of debentures, which will raise the amount of the 
|bonded debt and automatically increase the tax rate. The 
| question therefore arises as to whether it is wise to undertake 
| large projects at a time when costs are so high, and the efficiency 
of labour comparatively so low. The great lesson of the depres-

Unfortunately, since the tax rate was set at the end of 
March, further large expenditures have had to be incurred in 
the form of wage and salary increases to help meet the increase 
in the cost of living. The following statement shows the number 
of municipal employees and the wages paid at the beginning of 
the war, 1939, as compared with the present year, together with 

(the average remuneration per employee.

A factor in the large increase in the number of permanent 
employees is the institution of the 40 hour week. Practically all 
of the new employees are returned men. 


Housing 


In spite of the fact that many new houses, apartments and 
other types of living quarters have been provided during the 
first nine months of the year, the situation is still far from 
satisfactory. People are still oecupying temporary accommoda- 
tion at Camp 550, in the various camp sites lying adjacent to 
the Armories and to the Airport, and in the Exhibition Grounds 
The City-Provincial Housing Scheme in the Parkdale and 
Bonnie Doon areas is now complete and al! 261 suites are fully 
occupied, with a long waiting list of prospective tenants on 
hand 

During the present year Wartime Housing has commenced 
the construction of another 250 houses over and above the 700 
completed early in the year. The demand for these houses by 
veterans continues and here too a waiting list prevails. 


Under the Veterans’ Land Act 109 houses have been com- | 


pleted and occupied in the Grierson District with 14 under con- 
struction; while approximately 133 houses should be occupied 
in the Martin Estate by the end of the year. 

The 88 apartment suites being constructed on the old Penn 
Site are practically completed and are largely occupied. During 
the year Housing Enterprises advised the City that it would be 
unable to build the additional suites previously proposed due 
to rising building costs. 

During the year many houses have been built under the 
Integrated Housing Scheme, essentially in the Strathcona Place, 
Glenora, Highlands and Bellevue Subdivisions, and it would 
appear that many more homes of similar type will be con- 
structed in 1948. In spite of high building costs considerable 


private home building has been proceeded with, and the City 
has experienced some difficulty in providing sufficient lots for 


such construction 


City Architect and Building Inspector

| Safety and Health 


During the nine months under consideration, communic- | 


able diseases have been at an extraordinarily low level, despite 
|the continuing congestion in living space. There has been no 


|major epidemic of any disease during this period. In that time | 


ithe Health Department has carried out 3,228 investigations in 
| the contro) of communicable disease. 

Some 4,400 babies and pre-school children received pro- 
tection against preventable disease in our inoculation clinic. 
This was an increase of more than a thousand over the same 


period last year. The increasing use of this clinie by citizens | 
is reflected in the very low rate of incidence in these diseases. 


The attendance at the Child Welfare Clinic was 8,773, as 
compared to 5,579 for the same period of 1946. It is very grati- 
fying that so many mothers appreciate the value of this regular 


health supervision for their growing babies and pre-school | 


children. 


| Sanitary inspections of 8,023 premises were carried out by 
department inspectors. This includes all food-handling estab- 
| lishments, as well as other places which have a bearing on the 
health and comfort of citizens. Some 2,000 pounds of con- 
| taminated foodstuffs were condemned in this connection. 

The Department veterinarian inspected 9,623 carcasses in 
the two local abattoirs. Of these meats, 32,000 pounds were 
condemned as diseased and unfit for human consumption. 


of dairy farms and milk plants were carried out, and 8,998 
| Samples of milk were taken and analysed in the laboratory. 
Constant supervision of water supplies used in the city, 
and also the water in swimming pools, was maintained by the 
City chemist. 

The City bathhouse and disinfesting station continues to be 
| useful media for control of skin infestations amongst school 
| children. 
| The facilities of the department have been made available 
to the University and city hospitals for the purpose of teaching 
public health to nurses and medical students.

MOTOR VEHICLES AND EQUIPMENT 


Motor Vehicle equipment is in reasonably good condition. 
Replacements and new purchases during the past twelve 
months have enabled the Department to keep its motor vehicles 
in good condition. 

Radio Equipment is in fair condition but due to the pros- 
pective replacement of present A.M. equipment with new 
“Frequency Modulation” equipment, expenditures on the old 
equipment have been avoided. 

Uniform Equipment is in good condition and the Depart- 
ment has been fortunate in securing sufficient hides for the 
purchase of 50 new buffalo coats. 


ARRESTS 


Arrests for the period under review this year totalled 1,774, 
an increase of five over the corresponding period last year 
Complaints reported to the Detective Department for investi- 
gation totalled 3,528 compared with 3,891 for the corresponding 
period in 1946. 


Engineering Department 


Continued repaid expansion of the City during 1947, requir- 
ing the extension of utilities and street improvements to an 
unusual extent, has created a major problem, particularly 
because of the shortages of material such as cement, sewer tile 
and other materials. It has also affected operating and main 
tenance services considerably. The present high prices of labor 
and material are reflected in the increasing costs of construction 
and in current account expenditures 

In carrying out the Publie Works construction program 
this year the critical shortage of cement made it necessary to 
limit paving construction largely to locations on arterial roads 
where it was necessary in connection with the transition from 
street railway to bus operation.

At the present time there is a large volume of petitions on 
hand requesting all types of local improvements, and it would 
appear, under present conditions of material supply, that it 
may be several years before much of this work, particularly 
paving, can be undertaken, 

During the year considerable detailed study has been 
made of the sewer system in the City and plans are in course of 
preparation for extension to, and relief of, the system in many 
| areas. 

Preparation of plans and specifications are well advanced 
for the erection of an additional structure at the McDougall 
Hill Low Level Bridge, and an early call for tenders for pier 
construction will be made. 

| Plans for alterations to the 105th Street Bridge across the 
jriver are being prepared so that this work may be carried out 
next spring in connection with the proposed paving of the 
cross valley road. 

Extensive repairs were made to the High Level Bridge 
roadway deck this year which should carry it until it is possible 
to construct the proposed open grid floor on this structure. 

During the year the stable building at the yard has been 
altered to provide equipment repair and storage building. 

Paving maintenance has been very heavy at locations used 
by bus routes. 

Sanding and cindering of streets, together with snow 
|removal, is increasing, particularly on account of the extended 
routes. In order to augment City equipment, tenders were 
|received from local contractors during September for loading 
and hauling of snow during the coming winter. 

Adverse weather and other factors have contributed to the 
poor state of earth and gravel roads in the City this year and 
|orders have been placed for additional road grading equipment 
which is badly needed to correct this condition. To relieve dust 


conditions, 5.15 miles of gravel roads were oiled during the 
season. 


The Power and Water Pumping Plants 

The demand for electrical energy during the first nine 
months of 1947 shows an increase from all Departments. The 
overall increase is 7.7% as against 5.0% in 1946. 

The plant generated 121,150,600 K.W.H. as against 99,513. 
600 in 1946. This increase was due to the larger City demand 
and also to the sale of energy to the Calgary Power Company 
which purchased 17,468,900 K.W.H. in 1947. 

There was an increase of 1.9% in the amount of water sold 
to the Waterworks Department. 


Revenue from all sources showed an increase of 22.9% 
over 1946,

All concrete has been poured and brickwork is practically 
completed on the Water Treatment Plant. Installation of the 
equipment is proceeding. It is hoped that the job can be com- 
pleted this year. 

On the Power Plant Extension 82% of the concrete has 
been poured and work is just about to start on the erection of 
the structural steel. The manufacturers of turbines and boiler 
report that satisfactory progress is being made and that the 
delivery of these items will be practically on schedule.

In comparing the net revenue for 1947 with that of 1946 
it must be remembered that during the first four months of 
1946 Domestie and Commercial rates were higher than present 
rates, thus accounting for the slight increase in net revenues 
in spite of a marked inerease in power sold. The increase in 
energy sales has been very gratifying and beyond the Depart- 
ment’s expectations with the result that if the rate of increase 
continues the Department’s gross income for 1947 will exceed 
two million dollars, and will compare very favourably with that 
of 1945 when the higher rates prevailed. ‘ 

During the nine months under review the Department has 
been carrying on 4 very extensive construction program. The 
total number of street lamps in operation is 2,729, being 40 
more than a year ago. New highway lighting has been installed 
on 127th Street and the St. Albert Trail from 102nd Avenue to 
136th Ave,, which when the wiring has been strung will add 
105 lamps to the street light total, and considerably improve 
lighting on this main artery, F 

Ten miles of pole line have been erected since the beginning 
of the year. The Department has likewise removed all old poles 
and replaced them with new ones on 107th Avenue from 101st 
Street to 124th Street. Steel Poles have been installed for the 
Edmonton Transit System on Jasper Avenue from 102nd Street 


to 124th Street, and on 124th Street from Jasper Avenue to 
108th Avenue. 


During the first part of the year two miles of duct con- 
struction were completed in connection with the new downtov u 
network system, although the cable has not yet been laid 
The Department also completed the installation of flood 
lights on both the Kingsway Softball Park and on the Renfrew 
Baseball field. Edmonton can now boast of three of the best lit 
athletic fields in Canada 

Slowness in delivery of many basic materials again cur- 
tailed the expansion of the Electric Light System. It would now 
appear that new supplies are coming through a little easier, 


and it is hoped that the 1948 program can be considerably

revenue of $22,456.00 the expenditure for operation and main 
tenance has increased by $207,052.00, mainly due to increased 
labor costs caused by the 40 hour week being instituted early 
in the period, coupled with the ever increasing cost of materials ; 
also by the fact that better service was maintained as indicated 


by the total mileage operated—8,235,408 miles, an increase for 
the period of 372,037 miles, 


As a result of the deficit noted above and in view of larger 
expected deficits in the future, Council authorized a new fare 
structure to take effect on September Ist, 1947, by which it is 
expected the Edmonton Transit System’s 1948 revenue will be 
increased by in the order of $270,000 over what would have 
been collected if existing fares had been continued. Such in 
creased revenue will be required to meet rising costs in the next 
few years. 


The programme of gradual conversion of the system has 
been continued. New steel poles and overhead for trolley coach 
operation were installed on Jasper Avenue West and North on 
124th Street to 108th Avenne 


New equipment delivered during the period consisted of 

22 new. trolley coaches (44 passenger) and 7 gas buses (86 pas- 

senger), As of August 31st, 1947 the Department was operating 
75 street cars, 52 trolley coaches and 82 gas buses. 

The usual amount of tie and pole replacement and bal- 

lasting of open track has been carried out and several curved 


sections of stee] replaced, also a section of the High Level Bridge 
was re-timbered. 


The programme of re-building, overhauling, and painting 
of passenger cars was continued during the period with the 
result that the Rolling Stock and Equipment generally are in 
very good operation condition. 


Telephone Departmeht 


The gross revenue from all classes of services for the nine 
month period amounted to $772,802.90, being an increase of 
$22,718.00 over the corresponding period in 1946. The Surplus 
earnings and tax contributions for the same period amounted 
to $226,583.00 as compared with $221,902.00 for the same period 
last year.

Waterworks Department 


The volume of water distributed was 1.3% greater than 

last year; the cash revenue and expenditure were greater by 
7% and 10.8% respectively. 

Ten miles of new mains have been laid, 1,080 pipe services 

to houses, etc., have been installed, and 930 new meters have 


been set, These are about 20% more than for the same period 
of 1946, 


A small start has been made towards the enlargement of 
some of the feed-mains of the system and towards other major 
improvements. A 16 inch pipe is being laid on 104th Street 
through Queen Elizabeth Park, for connection to existing piping 
under the river, with a view to eventually improving the volume 
and pressure of water on the South Side. Preliminary plans 
are ready, and enquiries for piping are out, for a 20 h fee 
main to North Edmonton; no w can be e on this 
until late in 1948 at best.

Parks Department

Industrial Development Commission 


In September, 1946, the City appointed a full time Indus 
trial Commissioner for the purpose of inducing new industries 
to come to the City and of encouraging the extension and 
nlargement of existing business. The greatest difficulty con 
fronting the Commissioner is the securing of satisfactory land 
and buildings to accommodate the many industries which have 
indicated @ desire to become established in Edmonton. The 
Commissioner has, however, been instrumental in pfurchasing 
7 out of the 10 warehouses at the American Railhead, all of 
whieh have been resold to various private businesses and are 
being fully used. There is a good chance that two more build 
ings will be available in the near future, and it will be a simple 
matter to sell these in the same manner as outlined above 

The Commissioner is presently negotiating with a number 
of businesses desirous of becoming established on the old Penn 
Site and there is reason to believe that all trackage in that 
area will be completely sold before the end of next year. 

The discovery of the Leduc Oil Field has resulted in a 
considerable demand for building sites for the distribution of 
Oil Well Supplies and the City has so far been able to meet 
requirements, It is also making #rrangements to provide addi 
tional trackage for similar purposes in the extreme southerly 
portion of the City
